Tax Refund For 
62 Or Older 

The Senior Citizens Prop¬ 
erty Tax Assistance claim 
forms for 1074 are now being 
mailed to prospective claim¬ 
ants, according to State Con¬ 
troller, Houston I. Flournoy. 

The forms will be mailed 
to the 302,500 persons who 
filed claims last year, as 
well as to individuals who 
have already re quested 
forms, Flournoy said. Other 
persons who believe they 
may qualify should write or 
contact the nearest Fran¬ 
chise Tax Board office. 

Assistance payments total¬ 
ing $61 million were paid to 
claimants last year, Flour¬ 
noy said, for an average of 
$201 each. 

Under the present provi¬ 
sions, eligible senior citi¬ 
zens must be 62 years of age 
or older as of January 1, 
1974, own and occupy their 
home, have paid property 
taxes on ttie home and have 
an income of less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Claim forms and further 
assistance may also be ob¬ 
tained by writing to Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance, P.O. Box 1588, Sac¬ 
ramento, CA 95807. 

A total of 96,929 claimants 
in Los Angeles County re¬ 
ceived a total of $23,021,687 
assistanie last year, Flour¬ 
noy said.

State Controller Hugh 
Flournoy announced the dis- 
t r ib u t i o n of $50,285,520 
among the state, cities and 
counties as the April appor¬ 
tionment of highway users 
laxes. 

Los Angeles County's 
share was $3,420,939.97, and 
Sierra Madre’s share was 
$6,881.20. A total of $12,869,- 
219 went directly to the 
counties; $9,704,904 to cities; 
$27,681,397 for expenditures 
on state highways; and $30, 
000 to the Bicycle Lane Ac¬ 
count. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the follow¬ 
ing sources: gasoline tax, 
$46,674,180; diesel fuel tax, 
$3,589,118; transfer from the 
Transportation Tax Fund, 
$20,333; and miscellaneous, 
$889.
